Mexican President Enrique Pena Ni- 
eto recognized Cal State Long Beach 
seniors Ana Roman and Jaime Jorge 
for receiving the Institute of Mexicans 
Abroad scholarship in an event held in 
Los Angeles on Monday, Aug. 25 at the 
Biltmore Hotel. 

Nieto was accompanied by Gov. 
Jerry Brown, L.A. Mayor Eric Gar- 
cetti, Mexico’s Ambassador Eduardo 
Medina Mora and 11 others from the 
Mexican government, Vasquez-Ramos 
said. 

CSULB Professor Armando 
Vasquez-Ramos nominated both stu- 

» dents for the scholarship, which would 
help pay for tuition, books and any 
other supplies. 

“The primary reason [they were 
nominated] is because they are both 
excellent students that have been in 
my classes before,” said Vasquez- 
Ramos. “Most importantly they were 
both successful in my spring semester 
class that included the travel program 
in Mexico.” 

Vasquez-Ramos added that Roman 
and Jorge are the first undocumented 
students who have left the United 
States to go back to Mexico and return, 


“They were not only deserving from 
their academics, but they’re truly the 
pioneers to able to return to Mexico 
with illegal status and be able to return 
to the U.S.,” said Vasquez-Ramos. 

“That’s why the Mexican console 
was so interested,” said Vasquez-Ra- 
mos. “They see the importance of the 
precedence we have established.” 

A week before the event, Vasquez- 
Ramos called Roman and Jorge to tell 
them the news. 

“I was in shock because I didn’t 
know that he had nominated me for a 
scholarship,” said Roman. “To me it 
was like a gift what he did for us.” 

“T was really grateful I was nomi- 
nated by Professor Armando,” said 
Jorge. “It’s thanks to him that we have 
this; it’s a really good feeling.” 

The certificate they received ac- 
knowledged not only their academic 
achievements, but also their resilience 
being undocumented and carrying the 
stress of their families on their backs. 

“A lot of people, sadly, give up along 
the way,” said Roman. “Being undocu- 
mented is not only about the economic 
hardship, but at one point in time, our 
parents are getting older. If they get 
sick, we can’t get medical insurance. If 
one of our parents are deported, now 
we’re in charge of our families. If we 
get deported, our parents are going to 
suffer.” 


Attending the trip to Mexico gave 
the students an “intense and ambi- 
tious” experience, Vasquez-Ramos 
said. “They took classes, met students, 
and went to historical sites. They knew 
they had to overcome that barrier.” 

Roman came to the United States 
from Mexico at nine years old with her 
mother, and stayed with her grandpar- 
ents who came to the U.S. with VISA’s. 
She said that at that early stage in her 
life, she knew things wouldn’t be easy 
to come by. 

“My mom made it very clear that I 
would have struggles with education or 
finding a job,” Roman said. “That was 
always very present in my mind, and 
that made me a little bit stronger be- 
cause regardless of all these obstacles, 
I’m still going to college, I don’t care 
what people say.” 

Throughout high school, Roman 
said she had no problems academi- 
cally, but the FAFSA workshops were 
no help to her situation of having no 
papers. With no one to guide her, Ro- 
man discovered how to get into college 
on her own. 

In her senior year of high school, 
Roman applied for AB-540, which 
allowed her to pay in-state tuition at 
CSULB, despite the fact that she was 
undocumented, because she had at- 
tended high school in California for 
three or more years, had earned 2. high 
school diploma and had no criminal 
record. 

After being accepted to CSULB for

Roman plans to apply for the 
joint JD/PhD program with her JD 
emphasizing on education or soci- 
ology. 

“With the JD and PHD I plan on 
being a lawyer and a professor be- 
cause I love to teach,” Roman said. 
“The JD would be emphasizing on 
critical race studies just to make the 
world a little better place regarding 
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immigration and race issues and so- 
cial issues.” 

“T would want to be an interpret- 
er in the medical field,” Jorge said.

“We conquered the obstacle, 
and it establishes the precedence 
for dreamers to dream to go back 
to wherever they came from,” said 
Vasquez-Ramos. “I really hope that 
this will open the door for hundreds 
and thousands of them [because] 
if they don’t know they wont even 
chance it.”

former director of facilities management, Ernest 
Dewayne Wolfe, died in his Oklahoma home at 
the age of 62, on Aug. 21, according to “Standard- 
Examiner.” 

Wolfe was born in Springdale, Arkansas, to 
Robert L. and Shirley Jo Wolfe. He took part in 
his family’s plumbing business, Wolfe and Sons 
Plumbing, in Rogets, Arkansas until 1975, when 
he moved to Fullerton, California, according to 
Lindquist Mortuaries and Cemeteries. 

He continued in the plumbing, heating and air 
conditioning fields until 1984 when he became di- 
rector of facilities at CSULB. 

Jon Regnier, former on-campus co-worker, 
who had known Wolfe for “just about all the time 
he spent in Long Beach,” described Wolfe as a 
friendly guy who could “fix just about anything.“ 

“He always had a smile, or grin or helpful sug- 
gestion,” Regnier said. 

In 2003, Wolfe retired after 19 years of service, 
and married Celestine “Tine” Elliot. They lived 
in Bristow, Oklahoma for over eight years. The 
last three years of his life were spent in Farr West, 
Utah with his wife. 
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NASCAR and spending time with his family; he 
exercised his trade well after retirement with side 
projects such as the rebuilding of Clearfield Com- 
munity Church after it burned down from an al- 
leged electrical short in the basement, according 
to “Deseret News.” 

Wolfe’s duties as co-chairman of the Building 
Committee were recounted by Richard Axmann, 
reporter for the Building Committee, in his No- 
vember 30, 2013 report as being “on-site virtually 
every day, keeping track of the work, the draw- 
ings and the general contractor.” 

He is survived by his wife; two sons, Ayton and 
Noel Wolfe; one daughter, Sandy Stack; his sister, 
Ladonna Muir; and five grandchildren. 

According to “Standard-Examiner,” Wolfe’s 
niece remembers her “Uncle Dee” as “an 
amazing, caring, giving, unselfish man ... 
who has been a pillar in every community he’s 
lived in.” 

Wolfe requested no memorial service. Dona- 
tions can be made in his name to the American 
Cancer Society or Clearfield Community Church 
in lieu of flowers and other commemorations.

After staggering achievements on the 
battlefield in Syria, which allowed 
them to gain control of a broad swath 
of territory and critical infrastructure, 
marauding ISIS militants seized even 
more territory in Iraq with unbeliev- 
able barbarism. 

The terrorist organization poses a 
grave threat to minorities (it has geno- 
cidal intentions to purge the popula- 
tions under its control of apostates); to 
the government in Iraq that America

has spent billions supporting; to 
Kurdistan, the semiautonomous 
region in northern Iraq; to American 
strategic interests in the region (such 
as the steady and secure influx of 
oil); and to the national security of 
America and her allies. ISIS recently 
sent shockwaves across America 
and the civilized world by beheading 
James Foley, an American journalist. 
This weekend, President Obama 
authorized the use of surveillance 
planes over Syria in order to gather 
intelligence about ISIS, thereby 
fueling speculation that America is 
poised once again to leap into the 
fray in the Middle East with military 
action. Thus far, America has merely 


operations in 
Syria to date. 

In Iraq however, the United States 
has already conducted close to 
100 airstrikes against ISIS, for the 
purposes of preventing the massacre 
of Yazidis and wrestling away Iraq’s 
largest dam from the control of ISIS. 
Still, the scope of these operations is 
not broad enough to properly combat 
the current threat. 

Officials have stated that America’s 
current strategy against ISIS involves 
potentially forming a coalition with 
countries such as Australia, Britain, 
Jordan, Qatar, Saudi Arabia, Turkey - 
and the United Arab Emirates; 
indeed, Secretary of State John Kerry 
penned an op-ed this week in the New 
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York Times stating that “With a unit- 
ed response led by the United States 
and the broadest possible coalition of 
nations, the cancer of ISIS will not be 
allowed to spread to other countries.” 
However, the United States should not 
shy away from using unilateral action 
in this current crisis in the case that 
our efforts to build a coalition fails. 
In keeping with Obama’s overall 
foreign policy doctrine, known as 
“don’t do stupid sh--t,” the presi- 
dent has adopted a highly restrained 
policy in Iraq by executing only a few 
airstrikes. Obama has taken far fewer 
actions in Syria by simply arming 
rebels; he even commented on the 
situation in Syria this Thursday and 
stated, “We don’t have a strategy yet.” 
Despite America’s hangover from 
the costly military excursions in Iraq 
and Afghanistan this past decade, 
America needs to mobilize its assets 
and take the fight to ISIS, in both Iraq 
and Syria. Obama’s overly risk-averse 
strategy in combatting ISIS is ir- 
responsible; it jeopardizes the national 
security of America, it threatens 
the survival of minorities across the 
Middle East and it is harming, and 
will continue to harm, American 
strategic interests in the region for 
decades to come.

years, tuition 
for Cal State Long Beach has risen by 
a staggering Y percent.

Three goals were scored 
in the span of two-and-a-half minutes. 

The 49ers took care of the rest of the scor- 
ing though. Senior Taylor Nelson tied the 
game on a set piece, and then Gonzales fin- 
ished the game in the 84th minute with a chip 
shot over the keeper’s head that gave the 49ers 
a 3-2 win. 

“During practice, the coaches always tell 
me to make those little runs,” Gonzales said.

LBSU women’s volleyball falls 


to ranked teams

The Long Beach State women’s vol- 
leyball team was swept during the first 
two days of the Illini Classic in Illinois

The 49ers (1-2) fell to No. 11 Illinois

25-21, but faltered after finishing 25-15 
in the third set. 

Senior Bre Mackie led the 49ers with 
nine kills, hitting .318, but the team only 
hit .102 compared to the IIlini’s .333. The
